B Y U N I T E D P R E S S 
Japan 
swung the full power of 
her empire into the conquest of 
China today with appointment of 
Lieut, Gen. Seishiro Itagaki as war 
minister. 
Tn the South, relays of Japanese 
airplanes bombed the 
shattered 
city of Canton—despite a formal 
British protest against 
bombard­ 
ment of civilians in 
China 
and 
Spain—in an effort to cut railroad 
lines feeding Chinese armies. 
In the central Yangtze 
valley, 
Japanese 
boosted 
their 
armed 
forces to 250,000 in preparation for 
an attack on the Chinese capital 
a t Maiikovv, which already is being 
partially evacuated. 
In the North, 
Japan's 
500.000 
soldiers recovered from the danger 
of too rapid advance and opened 
mass attacks on the Kaifeng de­ 
fenses after storming the city of 
Kiksion. In the 
Kaifeng-Lanfeng 
sector along the Lunghai railroad, 
the Chinese troops fought 
back 
bitterly against the invaders’ ef­ 
forts to move Southward toward 
Hankow. 
War Proving Costly 
But these powerful and effective 
military thrusts were 
still 
far 
from the "quick victory” sought by 
an economically 
and 
financially 
strained Japan. The cost of every 
gain on the Northern front 
has 
been many times greater than an­ 
ticipated in men and money. And 
even as the Japanese pounded at 
Kaifeng, Chinese guerrilla troops 
began slashing at the invaders rear 
bases near Peiping, Paoting and

EX-CONVICT HELD 
AFTER 
RUSE 
TO 
ROB BANK FAILS 


BUFFALO, N. Y„ June 3 —(U P) 
— Beno De Elbe, 32, an exconvict, 
declared in ja il today that he was 
only kidding when he threatened 
to blow up the Liberty bank unless 
a teller gave him $850. 
He was seized yesterday when 
he walked into the bank carrying 
two dynamite sticks and bottles 
which he said contained nitro-gly- 
cerine but which really contained 
mouth wash. 
De Elbe stepped up to the win­ 
dow of Teller Robert H. Dentinger. 
He shoved a note under the grill, 
which read: 
“The lives of many people are 
in your hands. 
This fuse is a t­ 
tached to 
dynamite. 
There 
are 
three 
bottles 
of 
nitro-glycerine 
wrapped around it. One false move 
and I will kill every one in this 
place. 
Hand over $850.” 
Dentinger stepped on an alarm 
button and De Elbe was overpow­ 
ered by customers and police. 
A search of his room revealed 
four more sticks of dynamite in a 
suitcase.

This Garden-G raph illu strates the 
appearance of a decayed bu d on a 
peony. W hen cu tting off a decay­ 
ed bu d, take some of the foliage 
In fact, it is a good precau tion to 
cu t the stalk back eight or ten 
inches.

Facing extrem ely form idable op­ 
position, the Almendinger bill em ­ 
powering local subdivisions to en­ 
ter tax fields now reserved to the 
state to enable cities to finance 
their share of relief costs was to 
be reported to the floor by the ta x ­ 
ation committee. 
Although its 
present 
blanket 
scope 
may 
be restricted, 
house 
leaders admitted its chances 
for 
approval in any form were slim. 
This measure has been described 
as the “keystone’' of the program 
devised by the administration and 
city officials. 
May Be Delayed 
Hie finance committee was to 
revise 
Laderman-De-Righter 
bill 
with expectation that it would re­ 
duce from $2,000,000 to $1,000,000 
the amount to be appropriated for 
loans to hard pressed urban cen­ 
ters. There was a possibility that 
lf a prolonged wrangle 
develops 
over the Almendinger measure, the 
loan bill may be put over until 
tomorrow or Monday. 
To be of value both bills must 
be passed as emergency legislation 
requiring a 
two-thirds 
vote 
to 
make them effective immediately. 
In addition a two-thirds vole is re­ 
quired for suspension of the rules 
to bring them up for 
immediate 
consideration. Even should the Al­ 
mendinger bill pass the house, its 
approval in the senate 
appeared 
doubtful. 
With Davey administration fiscal 
officers arguing that money 
for 
loans is not available from the gen­ 
eral revenue fund, some members 
may propose that loans be financed 
by transfers from such funds as 
those of the industrial commission, 
or the liquor and highway depart­ 
ments. 
Anti-Davey legislators 
charged 
the administration was attempting 
to stall off enactment of the loan 
bill which provides for repayment 
of advances in six monthly install­ 
ments from future sales tax allo­ 
cations. 
Unsuccessful efforts were made 
in the senate yesterday to suspend 
the rules and pass immediately af­ 
ter introduction of the Boyd-Con- 
nolly bill to appropriate $2,000,000 
from the general revenue fund for 
•top-gap loans.

It is 35 
percent under

tries have had it worst

that are not wealthy enough to 
“stabilize” farm prices wit Ii huge 
grants.

Doctor Studies Vision o f Babies and A nim als 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, (VI. D. 
A BABY that lies In its crib and 
rolls its w’ise-looking little eyes 
from side to side, appears to be 
observing this new-found world, 
but it distinguishes at first nothing 
but light and darkness. Later, ob­ 
jects, and only after some time, 
distinct focusing of objects. 
Our ideas about a pet animal’s 
world are also likely to be distort­ 
ed. We assume that his sensory 
world of vision and hearing is like 
ours, but it Is probably quite dif­ 
ferent, 
and 
the 
wild 
animal’s 
world even more so. 
Dr. John Warkentln, a young 
scientist 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Rochester, has been testing animal 
vision as a preliminary to a study 
of Infant vision. 
His apparatus consists of a ver­ 
tical 
hollow 
cylinder, 
five 
feet 
high and four feet in diameter, on 
the inside of which are vertical 
black and white stripes ranging 
from five Inches down to one- 
slxteenlh of an Inch. If an animal 
placed Inside the cylinder makes 
eye or head movements following 
the rotation of the cylinder, it is 
assumed 
that 
it 
can 
see 
the 
stripes, and the narrower the stripe 
perceived, the sharper the vision is 
assumed to be. 
Through the use 
of these tests It was found that; 
Animals With Poor Vision 
White rats, white mice, and Giia 
monsters 
have 
extremely 
poor 
vision. 
Frogs, toads, alligators, 
and opossums have poor vision. 
Snakes, contrary to popular sup-

position, have good vision. 
Those 
tested included garter snakes, king 
snakes, ribbon snakes, and rattle­ 
snakes. 
Their vision is poorest 
just before shedding their skins 
and best just after shedding, be­ 
cause the snake’s cornea grows 
opaque as shedding time nears and 
is sloughed off with the skin. 
Turtles, woodchucks, guinea-pigs, 
rabbits, and gophers have good 
eyesight 
Cats and birds see best 
of all. 
Guinea-pigs 
and 
dogs 
vary 
greatly from one 
individual 
to 
another. 
Monkeys could not be 
tested because they kept peering 
curiously over the cylinder’s top. 
Wild rabbits see better than tame 
rabbits; normally pigmented crea­ 
tures see better than albinos.

PERHAPS YOU 
have noticed 
that some of your peony buds have 
developed as they should, but oth­ 
ers not only have not grown, but 
instead have turned browm. 
This condition is known as peony 
decay, 
and such 
decayed 
buds 
should be removed immediately. 
This Garden-Graph illustrates the 
appearance of a decayed bud on a 
peony. When cutting off a decay­ 
ed bud, take some of the foliage 
In fact, it is a good precaution to 
cut the stalk back eight or ten 
inches. 
Do not neglect to burn the de­ 
cayed buds, otherwise the disease 
will infect 
other 
nearby peony 
plants, where it will live over w’in-

sured for Ohio citizens as well as 
for everyone in the United States, 
according 
to the departm ent of 
rural economics, Ohio State univer­ 
sity, which recently issued a fore­ 
cast on the y ear’s prospects for 
these farm products. 
Cows produced more milk dur­ 
ing early May than in any other 
similar period 
in 14 years 
and 
about eight percent more than in 
1937. 
About the sam e number of 
sows are being kept on farm s as 
last year but the number being 
milked has increased 
2 
percent. 
Pasture conditions in most dairy 
states on May I was the best since 
1929. and the am ount of hay being 
carried over \\*as 35 percent g reat­ 
er than the IO-year average. 
Cold storage holdings of butter 
May I were more than twice as 
great, as on the same date in 1937, 
but storage stocks of American 
cheese and 
Swiss 
cheese 
were 
slightly lower. 
B utter prices in 
Newr York were a little more than 
5 cents a pound lower in April 
than a year ago. 
However, feed 
prices arc much lower this year 
than last so the milk-feed ratio is 
much mote favorable. 
Egg Production Pp 
lite nation's hens set an all-time 
record for egg production in April, 
but poultrynien reduced their flocks 
more than usual at th a t time so 
the number of layers on May I was 


the lowest in 14 years. 
Sales of 
chirks from hatcheries appear to 
have been considerably larger this 
year than in 1937. Orders for tur­ 
key poults in April were 30 percent 
lower than last year, but orders fol­ 
ia ter hatched birds probably will 
exceed last year’s m ark a little. 
Cold storage holdings eggs, poul­ 
try, and broilers ad show sharp 
decreases from last year's high fig­ 
ures. 
Ohio poultrymen took 4.7 
cents less a dozen for eggs this 
April than a year ago but a de­ 
crease in the cost, of producing eggs 
helped them materially. Last April 
it took 10.5 dozen eggs to pay for 
IOO pounds of feed but the same 
feed could be paid for with 7.4 doz­ 
en eggs this year. 
Earl potatoes In eight, southern 
states 
moved 
to market sooner 
than usual. There was a 9 percent 
increase in the number of acres 
planted 
in those states but the 
total crop appears to he about 
the same. 
Increased 
shipments 
appeared to be due to an advanced 


season rather than to an increased 
crop. 
Slaughter1 supplies of hogs dur­ 
ing the Summer season will he 
considerably larger than the very 
small receipts a year ago. The in­ 
crease Is expected to am ount to 
2.6 million head hut this supply 
will be largely offset by the de­ 
creased storage stocks of pork now 
as comparer! with those in 1937. 
Late Sum m er prices for hogs are 
not expected to reach the March 
price levels when hogs sold for 
$9.40 a hundred-weight in Chicago. 
Prices for lambs are expected to 
decline during the Bummer months 
unless there is a m arked improve­ 
ment in consumer demand for this 
meat. Conditions for lamb produc­ 
tion this year were the best for 
several years and more lambs will 
bn marketer! than in 1937. 
P re­ 
sent indications a ir for wool prices 
to remain near present levels for 
the next few- months.
